Claims 1-5, 7-11, 23, 33-40 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reason for allowance: None of the references of record teaches or 
suggests the claimed limitations having a planar NROM transistor comprising a gate 
insulator formed over the fully depleted body region and over the first and second oxide 
layers which are laterally separated from each other, wherein the gate insulator capable 
of storing a plurality of charges in different locations of the insulator.
